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Teachers Lining Dp For Unemployment 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — D irector Jo h n Coppes of the 
Indiana E m p lo y m en t Security Division said today that 
thousands of teac h ers are signing for unem ploym ent pay 
under a new federal law enacted in D ecem ber. 
“ It m ay be next week before we have an actual 
count,” Coppes said. “ But we know quite a few a re 
signing up around the state. They will be processed 
under the sa m e rules for any other unem ployed persons. 
If they are not working and a re available for work and 
looking for work, they are eligible.” 
Coppes said the new law does not specifically identify 
teachers but they a re the largest block of local and 
state governm ent em ployes covered by the extension of 
jobless 
pay 
benefits 
for 
seasonal 
unem ployment. 
U nem ploym ent pay ranges from $60 for a single person 
to $100 for a person with four or m o re dependents.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — An 
organization which lobbies for 
tax reform said Sunday 
its 
analysis shows the program 
stands less than an even chance 
of emerging from the House 
Ways and Means Committee in 
this session of Congress. 
Taxation with Representation, 
which calls itself “ a public 
interest taxpayers’ lobby,” 
based its assertion by rating 
members on 16 roll call votes in 
the committee. 
Overall, the panel received a 
collective rating of 43 on a 
scale of IOO, with Democrats 
scoring 
49 
and 
Republicans 
scoring 32. 
Rep. Sam Gibbons, D-Fla., a 
veteran advocate of tax revi­ 
sion, was the only member who 
scored IOO. The chairman, Rep. 
Al Ullman, D-Ore., scored 25. 
Rep. Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., the 
former chairman, received no 
score because he was absent 
until recently. 
The committee was expanded 
from 25 to 
37 members 
in 
January in a move hailed by 
liberals as a victory for tax 
reform. 
But Taxation with Represen­ 
tation said: 
“ The committee votes showed 
that liberals and conservatives 
alike cannot resist the attrac­ 
tion of seeming to do something 
to solve problems by use of the 
tax code ... Even some of the 
liberals 
supported 
proposals 
that were obviously designed 
for special interests, such as a 
bailout for the Chrysler Corp. 
and an exemption for taxicabs 
from the gasoline tax.” 
The organization argues that 
the tax system should be used 
primarily to raise revenues.

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WHO PAYS THE BILL? 
Uncle Sam would have collected $58.2 billion more in 
income taxes in 1974 than he actually did if it hadn’t been 
for all those holes successive Congresses have seen fit to 
drill into the tax laws. 


According to a Treasury Dept, study released by Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., the deduction allowed for 
state and local tax payments, not including property and 
gasoline taxes, was the government’s greatest single 
money “loser.” It “cost” the Treasury $7 billion last fiscal 
year. 


The deduction for mortgage interest payments cost it 
another $4.9 billion; the property tax deduction “cost” it 
$4.1 billion, and the gasoline tax deduction “cost” $865 
million. Also, because social security payments are 
exempt from federal income tax, the government “lost” 
another $3.2 billion there. 


We have sprinkled quotation marks around certain 
words above just in case some Americans have not yet 
been deluded, or deluded themselves, into the belief that 
all blessings flow from Washington—that what the 
government lets us keep from our earnings is a gift from it 
to us--that government creates wealth rather than 
merely redistributing it (one m an’s deduction is another 
m an’s preferential provision). 


Actually, you could say that the government “lost” 
upwards of a trillion dollars last year. This is the total 
value of all the goods and services produced by 
Americans, which the government did not confiscate. 


Mondale’s purpose in releasing the study, of course, 
was to show how the tax laws benefit the upper-in come 
fellow. 


If there were no deductions of any kind in the revenue 
code, almost a fourth of that $58.2 billion Uncle Sam would 
have collected last year would have come from people 
with incomes over $50,000, who represent only 1.2 per cent 
of all taxpayers. Only about a sixth of it would have come 
from people with incomes of $10,000 or less, who constitute 
46.9 per cent of all taxpayers. 


Now this may or may not be a terrible thing, and it may 
or may not be defensible. But until such time as we have a 
system in this country in which the government does own 
everything, in which case the private citizen’s gain would 
indeed be the bureaucrat’s loss, it remains inaccurate to 
speak of the government “losing” anything. 


Only the people can lose.

“And the Lord God formed 
man of the dust of the ground 
and breathed into his nostrils 
the breath of life; and man 
became a living soul.”

Thinking about a summer vaction? Just a weekend 
trip to the beach or the mountains? 
But while you are deciding where to go and what to 
pack for your summer trip, don’t forget another impor­ 
tant consideration for pre-vacation planning— the car. 
For most families, the car is still the most economical 
way to travel. You will get the most economy—and com­ 
fort—out of your car if you safety check it before you go. 
Ask yourself these questions: 
□Is the engine well-tuned? 
Are the tires properly in- 
When did the car last have a tune 
fluted? Is there sufficient tread on 
up? Does it need new spark plugs 
and distributor points? 
□How about the cooling sys­ 
tem? Is the radiator clean and 
free of leaks? Is the pressure cap 
properly secured? Are fan belts 
and water hoses in good working 
order? 
□How' are the brakes work­ 
ing? How about the parking 
brake? Does it need more brake 
fluid? 
□ How is the battery? Is it 
holding a full charge? Are the bat­ 
tery terminals and cables clean 
and connected tightly? 
□ A re there any problems 
with the exhaust system? Are the 
muffler and tailpipe properly se­ 
cured and free of holes and 
cracks? 
□ Have I checked the fluid 
levels—for w ater, oil, power 
steering, automatic transmission, 
battery and the master cylinder? 
Do I need to change the oil or re­ 
place the oil filter? 
□Are the wheels aligned and 
balanced? How are the shock 
absorbers—do they need replac­ 
ing? 


the tires? Is the spare tire in good 
condition? 


□A re there any problems 
with the lights and directional 
signals? How about the horn? Are 
the windshield wipers working? 
How about the defroster? 


You should also take stock of 
emergency equipment (tire jack, 
flares, tire gauge, tool kit, spare 
fuses) and check your seat belts 
and shoulder harnesses to make 
sure they are secure. 


Finally, monitor your fuel 
gauge carefully.

Bob Roselle, extension en­ 
tomologist at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, 
recom m en­ 
ds paradichlorobenzene crystals 
instead of old-fashioned moth­ 
balls for woolens. Dry clean or 
wash garm ents first, then pack 
in tight containers with about 
half a pound of PDB to IOO 
cubic feet. 


Roselle said insects that eat 
anim al protein may also attack 
silk, m ohair, feathers, leather 
and fur He added that furs are 
best kept in professional cold 
storage, where low tem pera 
tures prevent bugs from feed­ 
ing or reproducing 


Frequent vacuuming is good 
insurance against carpet beet­ 
les, he said, but in addition, 
furniture should be moved, and 
insecticide used under heavy 
pieces.

$250,000-a-year annuity if she 
decides to contest the will of

Aristotle Onassis.

prepared to give his widow up 
to one eighth of his daughter’s 
share of the estate if Mrs. 
Onassis chooses to fight and 
wins. 
A thens 
law yer 
Stylianos 
Papadim itriou, Onassis’ legal 
advisor, 
refused 
today 
to 
disclose whether Mrs. Onassis 
is expected to contest the will. 
The will, made public Satur­ 
day, aw ards $150,000 annually 
to Mrs. Onassis and her two 
ch ild ren , C aroline and John. 
Each child will get $25,000-a- 
year until they are 21 years old 
when all the money goes to 
Mrs. Onassis. 
In addition, Mrs. Onassis will 
get $100,000-a-year tax -free 
from bonds, one-fourth of his 
luxury yacht Christina and a 
sim ilar share of his private 
island Scorpios. 
Onassis divided the rest of his 


billion dollar estate between his 
daughter, Christina, and the 
Alexander Onassis foundation, 
which is to be established in 
Lichtenstein. 


The foundation, a memorial 
to his son who died in an air 
crash 
at 
Athens 
airport 
in 
January, 
1973, 
will 
finance 
welfare, cultural and intellectu­ 
al projects in Greece. 


Onassis said in the will he 
“received from my wife her 
resignation from any claims of 
inheritance through a notarized 
agreem ent 
in 
the 
United 
S tates.” 


“ If 
my 
wife 
raises 
any 
inheritance claims, 
then she 
will not be given her annuity 
from my estate,” he said. “If 
she wins a final ruling from a 
court that cannot be appealed, 
then she will receive one eighth 
of the estate of C hristina.” 


Onassis, who died of a lung 
ailm ent in March, wrote his 
will on Jan. 3, 1974, in his 
private jet during a flight from 
Acapulco,

Epsom Salts Are 
Good For Roses 


CHICAGO (U P I) - Epsom 
salts apparently are as benefi­ 
cial to roses as they are for 
some human ailments. 
In a study by the American 
Rose Society and a chemical 
manufacturer, 
plants treated 
with this common form of the 
chemical magnesium sulphate 
showed a higher growth rate, 
increased 
basal 
breaks, 
im­ 
proved 
color 
and 
foliage, 
stronger 
stems 
and 
better 
disease resistance. 
The study covered 28 growers 
throughout the United States. 
The manufacturer, Dow Chemi­ 
cal U S A., calls the results 
preliminary because the data 
covered 
only 
one 
growing 
season, but rose growers were 
more enthusiastic. 
A grower in Portland, Ore., 
who ran a side-by-side compari­ 
son between two White Master­ 
piece 
tea 
roses 
planted 
in 
December, 1972, said the Push 
that received five supplemen­ 
tary feedings of the product 
was 12 inches higher than its 
untreated companion and had 
two more basal breaks, dense 
deep green foliage and long, 
strong stems. 
Once a month during 
the 
growing season, participants in 
the study sprinkled about four 
tablespoons of epsom salts over 
the root perimeter of each 
plant, 
and 
watered 
it 
in 
thoroughly. The treatment sup­ 
plemented normal fertilization. 


No Tax On 


Refunds 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Senate has approved a resolu­ 
tion declaring that Americans 
should not be expected to pay 
state taxes on the tax rebates 
Congress approved earlier this 
year to put some extra cash rn 
people’s pockets. 
A 
sense 
of 
the 
Senate 
resolution, approved by voice 
vote Monday, said the Senat# 
intends that the rebates are 
“ not to be subject to state 
income tax.” 
The resolution, which does 
not have force of law, was in 
response to a ruling by the 
attorney general of Oregon that 
the individual rebates should be 
taxed as additional income.

House Speaker Aims To 
Hold On To His Post

Indiana House Speaker Phillip 
E. 
Bainbridge 
expects 
to 
complete his second year in the 
powerful speakership post de­ 
spite some sniping by fellow 
Democrats who want to oust 
him for the 1976 legislative 
session. 
“To my knowledge, no one 
has indicated they are going to 
try 
to 
change 
anything,” 
Bainbridge said. 


The 
speaker, 
a 
Highland 
attorney and son of a longtime 
state senator and public of­ 
ficial, 
the 
late 
Eugene 
Bainbridge, said he was aware 
of the fact that Rep. Patrick 
Bauer, 
D-South 
Bend, 
had 
asked for and received from 
Indiana Attorney General Theo­ 
dore L. Sendak an opinion on 
whether Bainbridge could be 
removed in mid term. 


Sendak’s reply, released Mon­ 
day, said the question was one 
for the legislative branch to 
settle. “It is not within the 
province of the judicial 
or 
executive branches to interfere 
with the internal workings of 


the legislative branch,” Sendak 
wrote, in answer to Bauer’s 
first two questions whether the 
speaker of the House is subject 
to re-election during a legisla­ 
tive term and whether he may 
refuse to allow a representative 
to speak. 
To a third question, whether 
a representative may accept 
non-campaign gifts having a 
value of over $100, Sendak told 
Bauer that if he has “any 
verifiable evidence of criminal 
law violations” he should turn 
it over to a prosecutor. 
However, Bauer said he does 
not 
intend 
to 
go 
to 
any 
prosecutor. He said that he 
agreed with Sendak on his 
answers 
to 
the 
first 
two 
questions but on the third “I 
really think he has thrown it 
back 
to 
the 
legislature 
to 
redefine the ethics law.” 
"It is not a good ethics law,” 
Bauer said of the law concern­ 
ing 
reporting 
of 
campaign 
contributions.” (The law does 
not speak specifically to the 
question of non-campaign peri­ 
od gifts) “I think many of us 
want another speaker but I am 
not in the position to launch a 


campaign.” 


Bauer feuded with Bainbridge 
during the 1975 session, and 
apparently has at least a little 
anti-Bainbridge support. Rep. 
Lee 
Clingan, 
D-Covington, 
joined Bauer in criticizing the 
speaker and in wanting the 
attorney general’s opinion. Sen­ 
dak concluded that “the ques­ 
tions you pose concern m atters 
which are primarily within the 
province 
of 
the 
legislative 
branch of government—that is 
the election of the Speaker of 
the House and the Speaker’s 
parliamentary prerogatives and 
the ethical behavior of the 
Speaker of the House; but if 
you have any verifiable evi­ 
dence of criminal law violations 
in this area or any other, 
you...have a duty to turn such 
evidence 
over to the 
local 
prosecuting attorney.” 


The opinion cited the state 
constitution as authorization for 
the 
legislature 
“to 
fix 
the 
length and frequency of its own 
sessions” and said the imple­ 
menting law specifies that “the 
officers elected at the organiza­ 
tional meeting shall serve for 


the entire term of the general 
assembly, unless removed, sus­ 
pended or unable to serve.” 
Under these rules, the House 
and Senate elect officers at the 
beginning of a two-legislature 
term to serve both years. 
“Your last specific question 
was directed at the acceptance 
of non-campaign gifts rather 
than the reporting of those 
gifts,” Sendak wrote to Bauer. 
“It is 
the legislature itself 
which can judge whether such 
ethically improper payments 
have, in fact, occurred.”

BARKLEY LAKE, Ky. (UPI) 
— ’’Talk tall,” Cecil Walters 
Jr. whispered as he cast the 
blue and white “ Talk T all” 
plug with deadly accuracy at 
the base of the willow tree. “Do 
your stuff and talk tall.” 
Walters, a 52-year-old profes­ 
sional bass tournament angler 
from Millen, Ga., twitched the 
Kentucky-made 
lure 
like 
a 
dying 
shad and 
the 
water 
exploded. Seconds later a two 
and a half pound largemouth 
bass was flopping in the bottom 
of the boat. 
Five times in a row —once 
using a black plastic worm — 
Walters duplicated the scene 
before I could catch a fish. 
Walters and I were first-day 
partners in the two-day $50,000 
Kentucky 
State 
Open 
bass- 
fishing tournament held recent 
ly on Barkley Lake by the 
Florida-based American Bass 
Fisherman. 
Kentucky anglers swept most 
of the tournament prize money 
from the field of 200 anglers 
from 18 states. The winner of 
the tournament —Owen Byrun, 
25, of Madisonville, Ky. —also 
used the Talk Tall lure, which 
is made of specially 
com­ 
pressed 
Styrofoam 
by 
A. J. 
Edw ards 
of 
M adisonville 
Byrun took home a check for 
$10,000 and also won a fully 
rigged bass boat valued at 


$6,000. 
As I watched Walters boat 
the first five fish on me, it 
made me feel my experience as 
a bass fisherman was inade­ 
quate alongside a man who has 
stalked largemouth bass for 44 
years. 
“I don’t know what I’m doing 
wrong,” I said as the action 
slowed temporarily. 
With big prize money at stake 
and a chance to win points that 
could qualify a man for the 
$10,000 
winner-take-all 
ABF 
playoffs in November, Walters 
would have been justified in 
ignoring me. 
“When you cast your plug 
under the tree limbs work it, 
twitch it in a teasing manner 
for a few seconds before you 
start cranking it in,” he said. 
‘The bass can’t resist it when 
it starts getting away. 


“I’ll also tell you what you’re 
doing wrong with the worm,” 
he said as we switched over 
from the Talk Tall lures and 
began fishing Mister Twister 
plastic worms —purple with 
fire tails. “You’re pausing too 
long when you feel the pickup 
with the worm 
and you’re 
dropping your rod tip before 
setting the hook. 


“That technique is fine when 
you’re fishing structure more 
than IO feet deep because it 
gives the bass time to take up 
some of the slack. But we’re 
fishing less than IO feet of 
water and when that fish picks 
up the worm it doesn’t take but 
a split second before he realizes 
it’s phony. You either hit him 
now —regardless of where your 
rod is —or you don’t have a 
fish. 
“Also, your slip sinker is too 
heavy. 
Switch 
to a 
lighter 
sinker; 
it 
lets 
that 
Mister 
Twister slip down into the roots 
of the trees in such a manner 
the bass can’t stand it.” 
I missed the next two fish 
trying to put Walters’ advice to 
work, but then slammed the 
hooks to three fish in a row 
two bass and a catfish —but 
neither bass would qualify as a 
12-inch minimum tournament 
fish. 
“You’ve got it now,” Walters 
chuckled when I caught the 
catfish. “If you’re setting the 
hooks on catfish you’re doing 
everything 
right 
because 
they’re harder to catch than 
anything.” 
How right he was. Shortly 
after that we began working 
the point of a small island. I 
cast the plastic worm into a 
tangle of vines, felt the faint 
tap-tap of a bass and reacted 
instantly. The water boiled with 
five 
pounds-plus 
of trouble. 
Later, my hands shook as I 
placed the fish in the live well. 
Walters is a prime example 
of why professional bass-fishing 
tournaments, which are just 
starting to pay good money, 
have a chance of making it in 
the sports arena, 
Few men could display finer 
skill or sportsmanship. 
Admittedly a deeply religious 
man, Walters regards black 
bass as a never-ending challen­ 
ge. He believes professional 
tournaments, conducted proper­ 
ly 
with 
catch 
and 
release 
systems, do not harm bass- 
fishing. 
A determined angler, Walters 
searches his years of bass- 
fishing experience to come up 
with dozens of different tactics 
in order to get results when the 
fishing is tough. 
Walters is the owner of Motor 
Bearings and Parts Co. 
in 
Millen and said he probably has 
the only auto parts store which 
stocks fishing equipment. 
‘My wife didn’t want me to 
fish this tournament,” he said, 
‘but all I need is 31st place and 
I earn enough points to qualify 
me for the $10,000 playoffs.”
